This contract will establish a reliable source for repair parts and services for city-owned boats and boat engines.
Currently, the City has 38 boats and engines/motors in its fleet that are used by various City Departments in the
execution of swift-water rescue, fire-fighting, police patrol, and other daily projects and assignments. In addition, this
contract will provide a variety of boat accessories needed for safe boat operations such as ropes, anchors, bumpers,
and life vests/preservers.

The reliable supply of repair parts and services is necessary to ensure continuity of fleet services to City departments.

In order to determine the best value to the City, evaluation criteria included an hourly labor rate for repair services,
hourly labor rate for expedited/priority repairs, flat fee for expedited parts delivery, percentage markup for
replacement parts and materials, distance to the State Capitol, and the vendor’s status as a manufacturer authorized
service provider.

PRICE ANALYSIS

a. Sole bid received. The solicitation was extended by seven days with no additional results. There are few vendors
capable of providing these parts and services in the Austin area. Other vendors made the business decision not to
submit a bid response.

b. Forty-one notices were sent, including three MBEs. One bid was received, with no response from the MBEs.

c. This pricing represents a 0% difference in pricing to the last contract in December 2010.

APPROVAL JUSTIFICATION

a. Sole bid received. Austin Boats & Motors is the current provider of these goods and services.
The Purchasing Office concurs with the Fleet Services Division’s recommended award.
